Santa Fe Railway 





Formal filing of an application 
for connecting North and South 
Second avenue. with a crossing 
over the Santa Fe was voted by 
the Upland city council last night. 


Expressing doubt of the appli- 
cation’s success, the councilmen 


acted to obtain the proposed im- 
provement if at all possible, The 
application will be placed with the 
California Railway Commission. 
Attorney Edward E. Gray advis- 
ed the officials that preparation 
of the application -will require 
considerable legal and engineer- 
ing work. 


He also pointed out that if the 
Santa Fe objects to the crossing 
and if the railway firm places a 
high valuation on use of the right- 
of-way, the city may face a heavy 
expense. City Clerk J. Lynne 
Grahame reported that a petition 
asking for the improvement had 
212 = signatures. Through The 
Upland News and in a chamber of 
commerce poll, citizens had an 
opportunity to express themselves, 
he reported to the councilmen, 
and gave the result as follows: 
320 people for the crossing, 17 
against. 

Departmental reports were fil- 
ed. The police report listed many 
activities and showed 111 persons 
had been arrested for traffic law 
violations. One fire alarm was 
answered and two drills were held 
by the firemen. 

The city’s bank balance was 
reported at $102,105.12. Water 
department receipts for February 
were reported as $2,439.33.
